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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is attempting to dinstinguish that 
the claimed private local network Is somehow novel over the teachings of Singhal regarding an intranet, and argues based on the 
definition of a private network. Intranet is by definition is a network of computers, especially one using World Wide Web conventions, 
accessible only to authorized users such as those within a company. An intranet taught by Singhal, meets the definition of a "private local 
network, the private local network making the document available to electronic devices belonging to an organization corresponding to the 
electronic device and not available to remote electronic device not corresponding to the organization" as claimed. Furthermore, the 
applicant asserts that the element of, saving the document without explicit command by a user, is not taught. Clearly, with reference to 
col. 3, lines 30-32, Signhal teaches that the storage devices store Information and files. Nowhere in this citation does It state that a user 
must explicitly initiate a command In order to save. Furthermore, in column 4, lines 48-51. if the limitation is in reference to search results, 
Signhal teaches that the controller receives the search results and stores them in memory. Again, there is no mention of a user initiating 
the storing. Based on these teachings, it is clear that the above arguments are overcome. 
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
